Otoes have become disgusted with eat- 
ing dog meat and they told the lowas 
they would not appear at their feasts 
again if any more such meat was served 
to them. 


The lowas replied that their fathers 


had feasted on dog meat and that they 
were true te the tradition of their fath- 
ers, so relations between the two bands 
have been broken and no more visiting 
with each other will take place.

WORKING UP THE SCHEME. 


John Hennessey, Beloved Primate of 


Dubuque, Passed Away There 


Yesterday. 


Dubuque, Iowa, March 5—Archbishop 


Hennessey died at 2:30 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. The death of the beloved 
prelate was announced by the tolling of 
the cathedral bell. Archbishop Byan 
of Philadelphia arrived in the morning, 
to h'nd that his old friend had not 
spoken since the previous evening, and 
was unable to lecognize him. As the 
hour of death drew near he, on bended 
knee and with faltering voice, recited 
the litany for a departing soul, to which 
responses came from, those assembled — 
Monsignore Ryan, Archbishop Hennes- 
sey's brother, sister, and two nieces, the 
priests of the cathedral, and the sisters 
of St. Francis, who pressed a cross to 
the dying prelate's lips. 


Archbishop Ryan will preach at the 


funeral tomorrow. 
The archbishop's 


council decided on interment beneath 
the cathedral altar, where Bishops Loras 
and Smyth were buried. The archbishop 
sustained a stroke of cerebral apoplexy 
a year ago and went to Ireland in June, 
expecting that the second stroke would 
come upon him during his visit to hie 
birthplace. 
However, his health im 


proved and he was strong until a month 
ago. The second attack came three 
weeks ago. 
It was regarded as the be- 


ginning ot the end, and the succession 
was openly discussed in the press. 


Archbishop Dean of the Catholic uni 


versity, Bishop Linehan of Cheyenne, 
and the Rev. Dr. John Carroll of St. 
Joseph's college, Dubuque, are consid- 
ered possible successors. Vicar General 
Ryan will administer the archdiocese 
pending a choice. 
That the archdiocese 


will bo divided and the see of Sioux City 
created is considered probable.

The " Janes ville and Southeastern 


Bailway company" has been organized, 
and it is stated that tho road will be 
built this summer. While the lice will 
be virtually n portion _ot the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul system, and the 
incorporatore are interested in the St. 
Paul company, it is announced that the 
new line will not be the property of the 
present company, but a feeder for the 
St. PHU! system. The route to be fol- 
lowed has been given many times, the 
liae running from Libertyville, 111., to 
Janesvilie, almost as straight as the 
crow would fly. 


The building of this road means much 


to Janesvilie, as it will place the Bower 
City on another "through lino" between 
Chicago and St; Paul, and will result in 
better service in both freight and pas- 
senger departments. It will also afford 
better means pt reaching Janesvilie 
from a section -of 
the country that at 


present has no railway facilities. 
Mail 


service in these townships, as well as ail 
along the line, will be much improved, 
and there are other advantages too nu- 
merous to mention. 


The problem of how to get in aud out 


of the city is said to be quite a formid- 
able one, although it is announced that 
the company will not find it necessary 
to lay any more lines through the city.

Washington, March 5.—It is tlia in- 


tention ot the treasury department, as 
soon as the pending financial bill be- 
comes a law. to expedite us fast us pos- 
sible tho coinage of the silver bullion 
purchased nuclei- the Sherman ac;t stil! 
remaining in the treasury. 


There is still on .hand bullion pur- 


chased under this act costing $78,000,- 
COo, and represented by that amount of 
treasury notes outstanding. 
The de- 


partment: has been coining this bullion 
Into dollars at the rate of $.1.890,000 a. 
month. 
The financial bill authorizes 


the coinage of enough of this bullion 
into subsidiary coins to'bring the total 
subsidiary coinage up to $100,000.000. 


This will require about §25,000,000 in 


subsidiary coins. In addition to this 
the department proposes to increase 
the coinage ot silver dollars to $4.000,- 
000 a month, and the effect will be to 
have all this bullion coined and 
all 


treasury notes retired within a year 
and a half.
